DEBT advice groups in 
Tower Hamlets are urging 
residents to be careful 
about funding their 
Christmas on credit. 

The warning comes after a 
survey conducted by a govern- 
ment financial advice agency 
found that almost half of Brits 
will turn to credit cards, store 
cards, overdrafts and payday 
lenders to cover the cost of 
Christmas. 


Results from The Money 
Advice Service spending survey 
show that the average UK adult 
will spend £530 on Christmas 
this year, yet 30 per cent of those 
surveyed said they would find 
it harder to afford this year than 
they did last year. 

Thirty-seven per cent of 
people admitted they felt under 
pressure to put on a special day 
for their family, while more 
than a quarter said they spend 
more than they can afford,

Police seek info 
on teen murder

A TEENAGER was stabbed 
to death in Bethnal Green 
on Friday, December 5 . 

Paramedics from the London 
Ambulance Service called police 
to Bethnal Green Road at about 
11pm, where they found a 
15-year-old boy suffering from 
serious stab wounds to the 
abdomen. 

The teenager, who was for- 
mally identified as Joel Adesina, 
died in hospital in the early 
hours of Saturday, December 6. 

A post mortem examination 
on Monday, December 8 


POLICE are appealing for 
information and witness- 
es after a young woman 
was raped in Poplar. 

The woman caught the N15 
night bus after a night out 
with friends and got off in 
East India Dock Road at 
about 4.25am on Thursday, 
December 4. 

As she walked along nearby 
Duff Street, she was grabbed 
from behind and dragged on to 
waste ground next to what 
was formerly the African 
Queen pub. 


revealed that he died as result 
of a stab wound to the liver. 

Detectives are keen to speak 
to anyone who may have wit- 
nessed an argument between 
a group of men on foot and the 
occupants of a car just before the 
stabbing, in Padbury Court, off 
Brick Lane. The argument 
carried on in nearby Gibraltar 
Walk. Joel was part of the group 
on foot. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Chris Jones, leading the inves- 
tigation, said: “Anyone who 
may have witnessed this 
altercation or have informa- 
tion which could assist the 


The attacker subjected the 
woman to a violent sexual 
assault and stole money 
from her. 

The victim's calls for help 
were heard by a number 
of local residents and police 
were called. 

Officers attended the scene 
but the attacker had already 
made off along Duff Street, 
heading back towards East 
India Dock Road. 

He is described as a black 
man, aged in his 20s, wearing 
a hooded top. 


investigation is asked to contact 
the police as soon as possible."

A 24-year-old woman, who 
was arrested by detectives 
investigating the murder, 
has been bailed to a date in 
late January. 

And two men - aged 24 
and 23 - arrested on Monday, 
December 8, on suspicion of 
murder, remain in custody 
at separate north London 
police stations. 


The victim, who is in her 20s, 
is receiving support from a spe- 
cially trained officer within the 
police sexual offences, exploita- 
tion and child abuse command. 

A 27-year-old man was 
arrested on Sunday, December 
7, in connection with the rape 
and has been bailed to a date 
in early January 2015, pending 
further enquiries.

The research revealed that 
about 1.4 million people are 
planning to use payday loans. 

Yasmin Alam, chief executive 
of East End Citizen's Advice 
Bureau (CAB), which provides 
free, independent advice, told 
East End Life that borrowing 
from a payday lender can 
quickly get out of hand. 

One resident contacted CAB as 
he had taken out a number of 
payday loans, which require 
bank account details for pay- 
ment. His only income was 
£136.10 jobseeker's allowance 
every two weeks and, once the 
loan payments were withdrawn, 
he had no money left to live on. 

"He was very stressed as he 
had no money to pay for food, 
fuel and groceries," Yasmin said. 

The CAB advised him to ask his 
bank to stop payments to all the 
payday loan companies. This 


was successful, no withdrawals 
were made and his benefit 
payment was not affected. 

The CAB wrote to the compa- 
nies and offered monthly token 
payments based on his finan- 
cial capability and asked for sus- 
pension of interest and charges. 

The Money Advice Service 
suggests that anyone thinking 
of using payday loans should 
check out the alternatives first.

AS winter begins in 
earnest, the council’s staff 
and contractors are on 
standby to keep the roads, 
cycle paths and pavements 
safe to use in the event of 
adverse weather. 

Last winter saw milder, wet 
weather rather than extreme 
cold and heavy snowfall, result- 
ing in only a small fraction of 
the borough's salt stocks being 
used. This year plans are in 
place, whatever the weather. 

The gritting vehicles are ready 
for action and have access to 
1,800 tonnes of salt. The coun- 
cil is responsible for most roads 
in the borough, except major 
roads such as the A11, A13 and 
A12, which are the responsibil- 
ity of Transport for London. 

An extensive programme of 
gully clearing and repair takes 
place across the borough 
throughout the year in an effort 
to ensure roads do not become 
flooded after heavy rainfall. 

The council receives four fore- 
casts a day from the Met Desk 
so that it knows what weather 
to expect and when to expect 
it. There is also a five-day fore- 
cast for longer term planning. 

When very cold weather is 
predicted, council contractors 
grit roads in advance of icy

conditions and snow. It is not 
practical to plough in the 
borough because of traffic 
islands, parked vehicles and 
the needs of pedestrians. 

The winter standby service 
began on November 1 and con- 
tinues for 19 weeks to the end 
of the second week of March. 

When snow falls and it is too 
slippery to sweep, the council's 
road sweepers will salt footways 
instead. The following areas 
are prioritised: 

hospital and health 
centre/surgery entrances 
school entrances 
care homes/day centres for 
elderly and/or disabled residents 
children's centres 
pharmacies 

busy public transport 
areas (excluding TfL areas), 
shopping centres and other 


areas of high footfall. Mayor 
Lutfur Rahman said: "We believe 
we have the necessary planning, 
contingencies and weather 
monitoring in place over the 
period to tackle the coming 
winter weather, ensuring essen- 
tial services like Meals on 
Wheels, refuse collections and 
emergency vehicles can contin- 
ue running."

Estate roads and pavements 
are looked after by the landlord 
rather than the council.

Extra cash 
to help the 
homeless

THE council is set to receive 
£330,000 to lead projects 
to support vulnerable 
homeless people and 
rough sleepers. 

Tower Hamlets, together with 
partner boroughs Hackney and 
the City of London, will use the 
funding to provide a rapid in- 
tensive housing options ser- 
vice to prevent individuals from 
rough sleeping. They will also 
provide a routes to roots' re- 
connection service for rough 
sleepers from other boroughs 
who end up here. 

The existing Routes to Roots 
service was commissioned by 
the council and delivered by 
Providence Row, a charity that 
tackles the causes of home- 
lessness. It aims to address one 
of the key challenges faced by 
many of the capital's hospitals: 
sourcing housing for homeless 
out-of-borough patients. 

Patrick benefitted from Routes 
to Roots after he was treated at 
the Royal London in White- 
chapel for chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease. 

The hospital put Patrick in 
touch with the service when 
they discovered he was home- 
less, and it set him up in 
temporary housing in Hack- 
ney, an area he knows well. 

Speaking about the Provi- 
dence Row support worker who 
helped him, Patrick said: 


"Paulina came to the hospital to 
see me every couple of days - 
she's been my mentor ever since. 

"She took all my details and 
helped me sort out somewhere 
to stay when I left the hospital.'' 

The funding was announced 
last week by both the Depart- 
ment for Communities and 
Local Government (DCLG), and 
the Greater London Authority 
(GLA). £250,000 comes from 
DCLG's Single Homeless Fund, 
which it is hoped will help 
22,000 single homeless people. 

An additional £80,000 from 
the GLA will help the three 
boroughs cut rough sleeping. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
"This increased investment to 
support rough sleepers in the 
borough is extremely important. 
In the run-up to Christmas we 
must remember that there are 
vulnerable people out there in 
the freezing cold. 

"This extra funding will help 
the council to do an even bet- 
ter job to support them, and en- 
sure that they have somewhere 
warm to stay at night." 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing and de- 
velopment, said: "Our officers 
have been working incredibly 
hard to support rough sleepers 
in the borough for a long time. 

"This extra funding will help 
them to continue their vital 
work to ensure that no one in 
this borough has to sleep on the 
streets at night."

AT the end of November, 
the council, partners 
and police held a series 
of events to mark the 
international White 
Ribbon Campaign. 

Every year the council 
supports the campaign, which 
is designed to raise awareness 
of violence against women and 
girls, specifically, and encourage 
residents to help condemn it. 

The campaign launch 
event was held at Idea Store 
Whitechapel where many 
residents attended and pledged 
their support. 

We are grateful to all those 
who attended and everyone 
who supported the campaign. 

We extend our gratitude to 
the Idea Stores, which have 
now trained staff in domestic 
abuse awareness. 

Some of their staff are now 
being trained further to offer 
residents extensive support 
should they need it. 

The council continues to 
address historic under- 
reporting of domestic abuse - 
a national problem caused by a 
lack of confidence in the report- 
ing system. 

Gender-based violence was 
also the theme of a youth 
conference that took place in the 
borough last month. 

The conference was a huge 
success - bringing young 
people and professionals 
who work with young people 
together to discuss how best to 
address violence and abuse. 

Ahead of the conference, 
pupils from the Harpley Centre 
Pupil Referral Unit were tasked 
with designing a leaflet. 

The leaflet, encouraging 
people that they don't have to 
stand for abuse, was launched 
by the pupils who designed it 
at the conference. 

It was very well received by 
all those present. The leaflet 


will now be printed and 
distributed by the council's 
community safety team. 

A lot of the council's work 
focuses on helping victims 
affected by crime. 

Some of those victims may 
struggle to go down the usual 
routes of reporting crime open 
to them so council staff are 
currently training people to 
deal sensitively with victims at 
the borough's third party 
reporting centres. 

These centres are located 
within the community and 
are a place where you can 
report hate crime or domestic 
violence without having to 
visit a police station. 

The report can be forwarded 
to the police or the council on 
behalf of victims, but only if the 
victim agrees. 

As a local authority we must 
continue to support victims of 
crime as well as helping police 
with preventative measures in 
the first place. 

The festive period is tradition- 
ally a time for celebration 
but it is also important that all 
residents remain vigilant 
against the threat of crime 
and anti-social behaviour.

In a non- 
emergency situation phone 101.

It's nothing to laugh about

A JOINT operation be- 
tween the council and the 
police seized 1,250 nitrous 
oxide balloons in and 
around Brick Lane. 

The exercise was part of a 
larger Met Police initiative 
known as Operation Equinox to 
help stop crime. 

This part of the operation 
saw a crackdown on illegal 
street trading of balloons con- 
taining laughing gas. 

Inhaling the gas has become 


a popular recreational activity 
amongst approximately half a 
million young people across 
the UK but it is not yet an ille- 
gal offence. 

However the Local Govern- 
ment Association that repre- 
sents councils nationwide has 
issued a warning regarding 
its dangerous effects. 

Nitrous oxide can cause dizzi- 
ness or affect your judgement, 
which might make users act 
carelessly or dangerously. 

Other risks include uncon- 
sciousness or even death from 


lack of oxygen and prolonged 
use can lead to anaemia, diffi- 
culty walking and pains in 
nerves and joints. 

The selling of nitrous oxide 
balloons can attract organised 
gangs and drug dealers to an 
area. The selling of laughing gas 
without a street trader's licence 
is illegal. 

Operation Equinox led to 
eight prosecutions for unli- 
censed street trading of the 
balloons. 

In total officers seized 1,250 
balloons and 900 miniature 


nitrous oxide canisters, used to 
insert the balloons with laugh- 
ing gas. 

The operation also led to 
THEOs and police officers 
bearing down on a number of 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
offences. 

These included arrests for 
possession of drugs and the ad- 
ministering of fines for various 
offences. 

Cllr Ohid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for community safety, 
added: "Operation Equinox is an- 
other example of how highly 


effective THEOs and police 
working together can be. 

"While consumption of 
nitrous oxide is not illegal, we 
take the health warnings about 
it very seriously." 

Acting Inspector Colin Reed 
said: "Inhaling the gas after 
consuming alcohol has added 
dangers, and the canisters 
left discarded on the street are 
hazardous and unsightly. 

"With such success we will be 
back working with the council 
to tackle this issue again in the 
very near future."

Teacher continues fight against meningitis 


A HISTORY teacher from Bishop 
Challoner School in Stepney has 
taken a prestigious voluntary 
role with a national meningitis 
charity after her own experience 
of the disease. 

Onor Crummay, 25, will work with 
Meningitis Now to help fund research, 
raise awareness and support others 
who have suffered from the disease. 


Onor contracted bacterial meningitis 
and septicaemia in November 2008 
when she was in her first term at 
Bristol University. 

She said: "I fell ill suddenly and spent 
a week in hospital before returning home 
to recuperate. 

"I tried to return to university but 
found I could not cope with the 
studying. I was also very emotional, I felt 


physically drained and my memory 
felt very foggy. 

"Following an MRI scan, I discovered 
I had temporary brain impairment so I 
was forced to leave university. 

"I returned to university in 2009, 
became a history graduate in 2012 and 
I am now a teacher. I have supported 
Meningitis Now ever since my illness. 

"I know only too well how cruel this 


disease can be and I don't want other 
families to go through what we have. 
It's vital everybody recognises the signs 
and symptoms and knows what action 
to take if they suspect meningitis." 

Onor, who plans to run next year's 
London Marathon for the charity has 
shared her story on a website she's 
created at http://meningitismarathon.

AT a time when ethical fashion has 
become something of a hot topic, 
an unlikely community project is 
going from strength to strength. 

It has not only been commissioned to 
work for a range of high profile clients, but 
has created training and employment 
prospects and a social network for isolat- 
ed women. 

The likes of Miss Crofton lingerie, the Tow- 
er of London and the Winterville pan- 
tomime have used the sewing skills of 
women at FabricWorks, the training, 
production and social enterprise arm of 
charity Stitches in Time. 

The group has worked in Tower Hamlets 
for more than 20 years and runs projects 
focused on education, healthy living and 
community cohesion, through arts and 
learning programmes. 

At its enterprise hub in Limehouse, 
women were busy making costumes for 
a pantomime production and creating 
handmade bags, dolls and other items for 
sale at community events this winter. 

Fatheha Hussain is part of the Fabric- 
Works production team. The Limehouse res- 
ident first came into contact with Stitches 
in Time when she enrolled on an English 
language course run by the project. 

Fatheha said she had always been inter- 
ested in sewing and wanted to learn how 
to make garments. 

The wife and mother of two teenagers 
learnt how to make dresses, bags and 
hangings and is now self-employed, pro- 
ducing clothing for the FabricWorks team. 

“I am working for the first time in my life," 
she said. “I am so proud that I can earn 
money, enjoy having an income and 
support my family.

Stub it out away 
from school gates 


THE winner of a no smok- 
ing sign design project 
will now see his sign 
being displayed at prima- 
ry school gates across the 
borough. 

The signs will encourage par- 
ents not to smoke near the 
school gates at all times. 

Signs will be put up at all 70 
primary schools, with 30 schools 
already displaying them. 

The design competition was 
open to years 5 and 6 to create 
a unique sign which would 
discourage people from smok- 
ing around school gates. 

As part of the project, children 
were taught about health prob- 
lems caused by smoking, includ- 
ing passive smoking and the 
ill-health effects of tobacco. 


Evidence shows that chil- 
dren can be influenced to take 
up smoking when they witness 
parents and adults smoking.

More cash fox regeneration

TWO estates in Tower 
Hamlets are in line to 
receive increased invest- 
ment to speed up the 
delivery of new housing 
for the borough. 

On Tuesday, December 2, the 
government shortlisted funding 
for two ongoing regeneration 
schemes in the borough. They 
are: 

Blackwall Reach, a partnership 
with the Greater London 


Authority (GLA), which will 
deliver 1,575 new homes. 

The regeneration of the New 
Union Wharf estate, which will 
see 189 homes on the 1970s built 
estate replaced with 399 
modern, energy-efficient homes. 

Both housing regeneration 
schemes are currently in 
progress. 

The increased investment in 
Blackwall Reach would help 
the council, the GLA and devel- 
oper Swan Housing Association 
to deliver these homes sooner 


to meet the demands of hous- 
ing in the borough. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
"We are committed to respond- 
ing to the needs of our residents 
to build affordable, safe, energy- 
efficient and liveable homes in 
our borough. 

"The government's recogni- 
tion that we are doing a good 
job is welcomed, and we will 
continue to strive to make 
Tower Hamlets an even greater 
place to live." 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 


member for housing and 
development, said: "This 
money will help us to respond 
to the needs of our residents, and 
hopefully to deliver these homes 
even sooner." 

Swan Housing Association 
has bid £50 million for the 
Blackwall Reach programme, 
and the East Thames Group 
has bid £11.3 million for the 
New Union Wharf estate. 

Final amounts to be loaned to 
the two estates are still subject 
to final contract negotiations 


and may change. Tower Ham- 
lets has delivered more than 
3,000 new affordable homes in 
the last few years. 

Blackwall Reach and the New 
Union Wharf are just two of a 
number of big regeneration 
projects currently taking place 
in Tower Hamlets, as well as the 
London Dock scheme on the old 
News International site, and 
Whitechapel Vision, a plan to re- 
generate the area, which was re- 
cently commended at the 
national Planning Awards. 


Homeless charity appeals for night-time 
volunteers to share a little warmth 


A NATIONAL homeless- 
ness charity in Spitalfields 
has made an urgent 
appeal for volunteers 
who can work nightshifts 
at centres in London 
this month. 

Crisis at Christmas 2014 
runs from December 23-30, with 
ten centres set to open across 
the capital. 

As well as warmth, hot meals 


and companionship, guests will 
also receive healthcare and 
specialist advice on housing, 
work and benefits. 

Nightshift volunteers help 
overnight in the four residential 
centres, making sure guests 
get a good night's sleep and 
helping to set up the centres for 
the following day. 

Long-term night owl Claudia- 
Jessie Peyton said: "My first 


year volunteering I didn't 
really know which shift to pick 
so I tried all three and I haven't 
looked back since. 

"Many guests don't sleep 
more than three hours at a 
time, but at such a lonely hour 
there are smiling faces in every 
corner of the shelter that you 
can have the most fantastic 
conversations with."

New family court 
at Canary Wharf 

A NEW family court has been 
opened in Tower Hamlets. 

East London Family Court, in 
Canary Wharf, is a 12 courtroom 
centre that will deal with fam- 
ily work, including divorce, child 
contact, adoption and local au- 
thority child protection cases. 

It has been specially designed 
and equipped to support video- 
linked hearings in four of the 
courts for the benefit of vulner- 
able witnesses. 

The court was opened by Sir 
James Munby, president of the 
Family Division, and family jus- 
tice minister Simon Hughes. 

"East London Family Court 
will help transform the way 
court cases involving children 
are dealt with,” Mr Hughes 
said. 

"The new streamlined system 
will make sure cases can be dealt 
with as quickly as possible and 
vulnerable children are better 
protected. 

"This court is yet another 
part of the process to create a 
family justice system with chil- 
dren and young people firmly 
at its heart." 

East London Family Court 
will take work from Tower 
Hamlets and 11 other London 
boroughs. 

Borough team are

A TEAM of 16- to 24-year-olds 
from Tower Hamlets have se- 
cured a grant to run a project to 
develop money management 
skills in their community.

Language scholar prints

A LANGUAGE scholar from 
Tower Hamlets has helped 
make publishing history 
by helping to produce 
the New Testament in the 
Sylheti language for the 
first time.

History

AS a cold Christmas morning breaks 
over the East End, the congregation 
will be gathering at one of the most 
remarkable churches in England - 
a Chapel Royal, a Royal Peculiar and 
one bearing the unwieldy sobriquet 
of St Peter ad Vincula and St John 
the Evangelist. 

But perhaps the most unusual thing 
about this little place of worship is that it 
predates the Tower of London and operated 
as a normal' parish church - even as our 
most celebrated castle was built around it. 

That curious name first. It's a surprisingly 
common one in fact, with at least 19 'St 
Peter Ad Vinculae' in England and Wales, 
mostly peppered around the southern 
counties and the Midlands. 

There are dozens more assorted 'St 
Pierre-aux-Liens' and 'San Pietro in Vincoli' 
scattered around Germany, France, Italy and 
the Czech Republic. 

The name comes from the Biblical 
story of St Peter being thrown in prison by 
King Herod. 

The night before his trial an angel appears 
to the saint, tells him to leave, and Peter's 
chains fall off, after which he follows the 
angel out of prison. It's a heartening story 
of divine intervention and resurrection 
(though it should be noted that Herod 
subsequently has Peter's unfortunate gaol- 
ers put to the sword for sleeping on the job). 
St John, of course, is one of Peter's fellow 
apostles. 

And the little church has been witness 
to more than its share of bloodshed down 
the centuries. For beneath its flagged pave- 
ment lie the headless corpses of three 
queens of England- Anne Boleyn, Cather- 
ine Howard and Lady Jane Grey - while two 
saints of the Roman Catholic Church, John 
Fisher and Sir Thomas More are buried here. 

Plaques at the site mark the deaths of the 
many more who fell foul of a succession 
of English Icings and lost their heads at Tow- 
er Green, just outside. 

Yet, home to the mighty though it is, St 
Peter's doesn't share the fame or grandeur 
of some of London's places of worship. That 
great Victorian historian of the English, 
Thomas Babington Macaulay, wrote mov- 
ingly of St Peter's, and how the little church 
had been witness to so many of the 
highest, laid low. 

"There is no sadder spot on the earth than 
that little cemetery. Death is there associ- 
ated, not, as in Westminster Abbey and Saint 
Paul's, with genius and virtue, with pub- 
lic veneration and with imperishable 
renown; not, as in our humblest churches 
and churchyards, with everything that is 
most endearing in social and domestic char- 
ities; but with whatever is darkest in hu- 
man nature and in human destiny, with the

savage triumph of implacable enemies, with 
the inconstancy, the ingratitude, the 
cowardice of friends, with all the miseries 
of fallen greatness and of blighted fame. 

"Thither have been carried, through 
successive ages, by the rude hands of 
gaolers, without one mourner following, 
the bleeding relics of men who had been 
the captains of armies, the leaders of par- 
ties, the oracles of senates, and the orna- 
ments of courts.” 

Beautifully put, though the origins were 
very different. The chapel was built in 
Norman times, even before the earliest 
parts of what became known as the 
Tower of London. 

As William the Conqueror constructed 
his White Tower on a rise overlooking the 
river (a symbol to scare the locals into 
submission as much as a working, fight- 
ing castle), St Peter's was already standing 
as a parish church to the north-west - 
outside the fortress walls. 

But as has oft been noted, Her Majesty's 
Royal Palace and Fortress is more the 
'towers of London' than the Tower, a mot- 
ley collection of castles and outbuildings 
contained within a brace of curtain walls. 

And in the piecemeal expansion of the 
Tower by Henry III, during the 13th centu-

ry, the chapel found itself enclosed with- 
in the walls of the larger castle. It would 
be rebuilt during the reign of Edward I, and 
Henry VIII would knock it into its present 
form a couple of hundred years after that. 

Hence the chapel's peculiar status as an 
'extra-parochial' Royal Peculiar (or Royal 
Peculier), a parish or church exempt from 
the jurisdiction of the diocese in which it 
lies and subject to the direct jurisdiction of 
the monarch. 

And being in the grounds of a Royal 
Palace, the church also became a Chapel 
Royal ("an eccesiastical body of clergy, 



singers, and vestry officers appointed to 
serve the spiritual needs of the country's 
reigning sovereign”). 

But most peculiar of all is the roll call of 
famous bodies buried in its grounds. That's 
courtesy of the church's proximity to Tow- 
er Green, where for centuries unfortunate 
clergymen, queens, politicians, noblemen 
and assorted 'traitors' lost their heads. 
Look at a map of the Tower and you'll see 
the 'block' lies right in front of the chapel. 

Others were simply brought back here 
to be interred - a tablet on the west wall 
of the chapel lists 34 'remarkable persons' 
buried in the chapel in the period 1534-1747. 
And a variety of monuments and plaques 
commemorate the officers and residents 
of the Tower who worshipped here down 
the centuries. 

The stewardship of the church was 
similarly idiosyncratic. From 1449, a Dean 
and two Canons were attached to St Peter, 
but the Canonry was abolished in the reign 
of James II in 1685. 

Then in 2012, the Queen signed a Royal 
warrant and the Canonry was reinstated. 
The new chaplain was 'intitulated' by the 
Bishop of London in a service at the Tow- 
er on Maundy Thursday, rejoicing under the 
title of Canon of the Chapels Royal with- 
in the Tower of London. 

So while nearly three million people flock 
to see the Tower's headline attractions each 
year (and the Crown Jewels, the Armoury 
and the Beefeaters are all very impressive), 
there is a gem of an attraction that many 
visitors pass by. 

You can see St Peter's on the daily Yeo- 
man Warder tours, or wander around the 
chapel yourself during the last hour of nor- 
mal opening hours. 

But of course, the curiously named 
chapel is still a working parish church, 
ministering to its congregation of employees 
of the Tower. 

There is a service of Nine Lessons and Car- 
ols; Carols round the Crib on Christmas Eve; 
a Midnight Mass; and a family service on 
Christmas Day. So, over Christmas, why not 
join the congregation at St Peter's*. You'll 
be in exalted company.

Art project rich in 
East End History

DELVE into the rich history of the 
East End and you find out about 
hidden stories of those who 
lived in the streets you pass 
every day. 

A fascinating exhibition exploring 
maps, photographs, landmark buildings, 
markets and people has been brought 
to life at Tower Hamlets Local History 
Library & Archives. 

Out of the Box, a pioneering project 
supported by the council and Arts 
Council England, invited disabled 
people and artists from east London to 
take the lead in bringing archives but 
of the box', and exploring them. 

Residents from disability groups such 
as the Tower Project and Real Tower 
Hamlets were involved in the project. 

The launch took place on December 
3 and was attended by artists, partici- 
pants and supporters of the library. 

Through a series of workshops dur- 
ing July and August, participants fol- 
lowed a personal research journey 
into the council's heritage collections. 

The workshops were held in 
different locations and allowed residents 
to come up with a creative response 
to subjects of interest to them, in 
whatever format they chose. 

Subjects ranged from black history 
in the borough to Limehouse China- 
town, the Match Girls Strike, local 
landmarks and Jack the Ripper. 

Their inspiration, thoughts and 
findings from in-depth research are cap- 
tured in their own creations, including 
sculptures, hand-made cushions, paint- 
ings and drawings, and poems. 

Caglar Kimyoncu, lead artist and 
curator, said: “The first time I visited the 
building on Bancroft Road, home to 
Tower Hamlets' local history records, 
marked the beginning of an expedition 
into new territory for me. 

“The world of archives presented me

with a challenge that instead of pushing me 
away, lured me into its hidden stories. I spent 
long hours handling old books, newspapers 
and photos, studying the craft of these old 
materials, observing the people featured and 
trying to 'speak to' their unknown creators. 
It was an intimate dialogue with the past.” 

Participant Sarah added: “This has stim- 
ulated a part of my brain that had lain dor- 
mant. I have gained in confidence to read 
history, write and paint. I believe, albeit in 
a humble fashion, that the sky is the limit. 
I am truly grateful.” 

Rowan was inspired by newspapers to 
write a poem. He said: “It's a fictional tale 
inspired by all the newspaper cuttings I read 
about Chinatown when it was in Limehouse. 

“The majority of the text is taken 
directly from the newspapers as short 
quotes, but rearranged to tell a story.” 

The exhibition will be at Tower Hamlets 
Local History Library in Bancroft Road un- 
til January 29 and will then tour Idea Stores 
and libraries on the following dates: 

February 2-28, 2015 - Cubitt Town and 
Bethnal Green Libraries 

March 2-30 - Idea Store Whitechapel 
April 1-29 - Idea Store Bow 
May 1-29 - Idea Store Canary Wharf 
June 1-29 - Idea Store Chrisp Street 
July 1-31 - Idea Store Watney Market.

A UNIQUE floating theatre 
has moored on the canals 
around Victoria Park.

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Instructor Charlie on verge of joining round-the-world yacht race

CHARLIE Stannard is the latest 
star in the making to come 
from the Docklands Sailing and 
Watersport Centre. 

The 19-year-old from the Isle of 
Dogs has been given the chance of a 
lifetime to fight for a place in next year's 
Clipper Round the World Yacht Race - 
a prize worth £10,000. 

Charlie is one of the final two 
challengers for a place on the crew for 
the Pacific Ocean leg of this historic 
race and will go to the clipper race 
headquarters in Gosport, Hampshire 
at the end of March for a final 
selection process. 

Following assessment, either he or 
Heather Thomas, also 19, from 
Yorkshire, will win the overall prize 
which includes three further levels of 
training and return flights to China for 
the start of that race, and return flights 
from the finish in the USA. 

The runner-up will also be given the 
opportunity to complete the full 
clipper race training. 

Charlie was chosen by legendary 
sailing duo Sir Ben Ainslie and Sir Robin 


Knox-Johnston - who donated the 
£10,000 prize to the Andrew Simpson 
Sailing Foundation - following a 
national contest. 

The 5,500-mile Pacific Ocean leg 
of the race, from Qingdao, China, to 
America, will take a month to 
complete. 

Charlie, an instructor at the Dock- 
lands Sailing Centre, said: "To find 
out that I am a finalist was a huge 
surprise. 

"Being bought up in the East End, I 
would say I am pretty fearless, and 
ready to give anything a go. To sail 
across the Pacific would be an awesome 
challenge. 

"I'm looking forward to training 
with many interesting people from all 
over the world and to taking my 
sailing experience to the next level.'' 

Sir Robin, the first man to sail 
solo, non-stop around the world, said: 
"Charlie impressed myself and Sir 
Ben with both his strong level of 
enthusiasm and his achievements in 
competitive sailing. 

"He is an excellent example of 
someone who has worked hard in 
the face of personal challenges to 


continue to pursue his passion for 
sailing. 

"Charlie is in for a highly inspiring 
introduction to ocean racing on board 
our specially designed Clipper 70 
yachts.” 

Charlie was nominated by Steve 
Mitchell, Royal Yachting Associaton 
regional development officer, who 
said: "Charlie was introduced to 
sailing through the Docklands Sailing 
and Watersport Centre. 

"After first coming to the centre for 
something to do, Charlie caught the sail- 
ing bug and is now competing in 
dinghy racing, and volunteering 
and working part time for the DSWC 
charity.” 

Charlie has represented Tower 
Hamlets in the London Youth Games, 
as well as competing at three nation- 
al and two world championships, 
medalling on numerous occasions. 

He also volunteers with the London 
Youth Games, mentoring younger 
competitors, and runs weekly sailing 
sessions for a local disabled group. 

The Clipper 2015-16 Race starts next 
August for what will be the tenth 
running of the event.

SOCCER owes a huge debt 
to Senrab Football Club for 
nurturing millions of 
pounds worth of talent for 
the Premier League and 
England. 

The list of stars who kicked 
their first football with this 
half-a-century old club reads like 
a Who's Who of football and 
there are few clubs who can 
match its pedigree. 

Recognition came at the Dai- 
ly Mirror Pride Awards when 
they became the first winners 
of the Local Club of the Year 
award at the Grosvenor Hotel on 
December 3. 

But discovering players like 
Jermaine Defoe, Ledley King, 
John Terry, Bobby Zamora, Ray 
Wilkins and Sol Campbell, to 
name just a few, has backfired 
on a club that now has 26 
teams competing every week. 

In reality, Senrab have become 
victims of their own success, 


with a widely held perception 
that the club has plentiful cash 
and excellent facilities. 

Club secretary Tony Carroll, a 
Senrab stalwart, said: “Most 
people think that because we 
discovered Premiership play- 
ers and have a reputation as one 
of the biggest junior football 
clubs in the country, we are also 
well off financially 

“Nothing could be further 
from the truth. The success of 
Canary Wharf has attracted a lot 
of entrepreneurs into the area, 
many of whom bought up land 
and took away potential facil- 
ities where we could train. 

“Now we have to pay £60 a 
week to train at Bartlett Park in 
Poplar, because most facilities 
are privately owned, and that's 
a lot of money for a small club. 

“Facilities now are more cor- 
porate orientated and that 
leaves us in the cold." 

So this week Tony has ap- 
pealed for businesses at Canary 
Wharf to step in as sponsors. 


He said: “There are hundreds 
of businesses and many of 
them could be our saviours. 

“We cannot ask parents to pay 
because a lot of the boys are 
from low-income and one- 
parent families. 

“Getting the Local Club of 
the Year award was a tremen- 
dous accolade and just reward 
not only for the current playing 
and training staff, but for pre- 
vious regimes as well. But peo- 
ple don't realise our success 
has been our downfall. 

“Last year, we had to cancel 
our presentation evening be- 
cause we couldn't sell enough 
tickets - parents just can't afford 
it. And this year we were 
grateful to Jermaine Defoe who 
sponsored the whole evening. 

“I am at the other end of a 
phone line if anyone wants to 
help us. We need funding to 
move forward and continue 
being successful."
